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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 

The Examiner called Ms. Reister to begin discussion on finding potentially allowable subject matter. The Examiner 
stated that a terminal disclaimer would be required over U.S. Patent 7,164,005 because the claimed invention is 
obvious over the claimed invention in said patent. Also, the Examiner stated that the claims in this application should 
be limited to exendin-4 (i.e. the elected invention) and additional language is needed to specify the dosage or amount 
of the corticosteriod in the composition used in the invention. The Examiner pointed to example 10 in the specification, 
wherein 120 mg of exendin + 10 mg of a 2% triamcinolone is exemplified. During a follow-up telephone conversation 
on 9/30/2008, Ms. Reister stated a willingness to file a terminal disclaimer soon and further stated that applicant would 
limit the claims to exendin-4 and consider claim language changes to clarify the corticosteroid dose/amount. A 
supplemental response will be filed, Ms. Reister stated . .
